Chinatown Redevelopment Scheme 


By MAX MILLARD 


OAKLAND - For the past 
seven weeks，two development 
teams have been competing for 
the right to build on the three 
vacant blocks in downtown 
Oakland set aside for the 
Chinatowana Redevelopment 
Project (人 E/W 7/31，877). 

The chosen team :1S expected 
to _ build the new headquarters 
for the East Bay Municipal 
Utilities District (EBMUD) on 
one of the blocks. That is no 
longer in dispute.， But there 
has been a lot of controversy 
lately over the development of 
the other two blocks，which 
have been set aside for China- 
town to expand into the heart 
of downtown Oakland. 

Although the city?"s selection 
committee will not announce， 
its recommendation to the 
Oakland Redevelopment Agen- 
cy until October，C&L Finan- 
cial Inc. has already emerged 
as a clear favorite over 1its 
competitor, OCPI/ Sumitomo. 
“With more than $100 million 
of construction at Stake， 
emotions have been frayed in 
the last week among the dev- 
lopment firms” subporters and 
critics，city officials，and 
members of the community 
groups involved in the Se- 
lection process. 


POWER FACTIONS 


The main factions _ involved 
in the pOwer Struggle are: 

- CR&L，the SF-based firm 
which last year completed the 
$140_ million Ramada Renais- 
sance Hotel in SF"s Tenderloin 
It_is touted for its 
financial strength，much of 


which comes from Hong Kong 
magnate C.E. Chan，. 

- OCPI/Sumitomo，the mer- 
ger of a local investment team 
and Japan's Sumitomo Con- 
struction Company. While 1t 
does not claim to match C&L 
financially，it envisions the 
redevelopment project on a 
smaller Scale than its rival -> 
as an extension of the 
community rather than 3 
grandiose Showcase for foreign 
inVestorS. 

- The Coalition for China- 
town Development，a com- 
munity group formed in 1983 
to Tepresent the” Chinatown 
community's interests in the 
project. 

- The Chinatown Redevel- 
opment Selection Committee， 
which is empowered to review 
all development proposals and 
make a recommendation to the 
Oakland City Counclil early 
next month. 

- Oakland's Office of Eco- 
nomic Development and 上 EDm- 
bloyment，headed by Geor8e 
Williams，is responsible for 
coordinating the input be- 
tween the coalition and the 
Selection committee， 


ACCUSATIONS 
Last week，the Oakland 
Tribune"” reported _ that， 


according to the coalition， 
Williams and the selection 
committee had already chosen 
C&L as the developer for the 
three blocks bounded by 
Broadway，Webster，9th and 
11th StreetS.

"Thomas Hsieh has expressed 
Strong interest in running， If 
he runs，nelither of us will 
win Lee said. 


"ENCGOURAGING CALLS" 


Hsieh told E/W that Lee's 
decision to quit improves the 
chances for an Asian Supervi- 
Sor to Sit on the board next 
year。. Hsieh_ said he has re- 
celived "encouraging”phone 
calls since word Spread of 
Lee's withdrawal. 

However，he Said there is Do 
change in his schedule. He 
would not make any 
announcement until the end of 
this year Or early next year. 

Lee denied press reports that 
he "gave way to 3a better can- 
didate.”Lee believes that if 
both of them ran，they would 
have to raise about $600,000， 
most of it from Chinese Amer- 
icans. "It's too much for the 
community to afford，and too 
big a waste if (we) both 
failed.” 


DELINQUENCY 


Lee said that his delinquent 
property taxes for his home 
dated back to the early 80'S， 
that they were paid Sometime 
in 1982 or 1983，and therefore

Should have been lifted. 


"The second delinquency 
occurred in the last two yearsS， 
The taxes involved were palid 
this August. 

"IT"ve never look into these 
records myself， It's possible 
that the records of liens 
against me，including those 
SUupposed to have been re- 
leased，still remain at the SE 
County Recorders office,” he 
said. 

Concerning Some of his other 
bills he said，"I think I-always 
try to do more things than I 
can afford.

Chinese American Festival 


Ends on a High Note

SAN FRANCISCO - The 
Second annual Chinese Ameri- 
can Performing Arts Festivgl， 
which opened Sept. .6 at Fort 
Mason，ended on a triumphant 
note at the Chinese Culture 
Center Sept. 13 when jazz 
artist Fred Wei-Han Houn and 
his ensemble highlighted an 
evening of entertainment that 
was as brilliant as it was 
varled. 

Unlike some other shows at 
the _ Culture Center， which 
have been marred by dead 
Space， between acts， poor 
acoustics，or an uneven level 
of performers，this was well- 
paced and consistently excel- 
lent in quality， 

The evening opened with 
four energetic young daycers 
from the Asian American 
Dance “Collective. Their 
precisely choreographed 
pieces were performed to 
recorded avant-garde jazz -- 
including one _ entire dance 
done to the lonesome wailing 
of an unaccompanied female 
Voice.

In Kaifeng today, the few physil-
